Personal gov- 
ernment would fine and imprison one fhan for 
conduct which in another would be held to be not 
only lawful but praiseworthy, but Congress, 
which still clings to the theory of government by 
law, can hardly adopt such methods. 

One distinguishing feature of the Roosevelt 
administration has' been its favoritism and its 
assumption of the right to justify in one place 
acts which elsewhere it has unsparingly con- 
demned. The report of the Senate Committee on 
Judiciary does not mention these practices,. of 
course, but in its essence it is one of the gravest 
rebukes that Mr. Roosevelt has yet received.

THE BEST IN MISSOURI.

PREDICTING EARTHQUAKES. a 

Prof. Jaggar, the Harvard geologist who pre- 
dicted the Messina earthquake, tells us that there 
will be a great eruption of Mount Etna within a 
year and a half. 

It is a hard saying, and one not easy to be- 
lieve, that science can hear an earthquake or a 
voleano coming. But predictions have been made 
and mdde good, as in the case of the Messina 
quake, and men of sciemce are convinced that it 
is not “mere coincidence.” According to their 
statements, it is the simple work of observing 
earth movements following well-known laws, 
and recorded by instruments designed for the pur- 
pose. ’ : 

Prof. Jaggar proposes theréstablishment by in- 
ternational co-operation of observatories In many 
lands. “These observatories will have for their 
objects the study of the changes which are going 
on in the crust of the earth under them and the 
relations of those changes to astronomical and 
meteorological changes. The natural places: for 
establishing such observatories at first are lands 
where the earth movements are most rapid, re- 
gions of volcanoes and frequent é¢arthquakes.”’ 
And he reminds his readers that besides the 
life-saving service performed/ by such observa- 
tories, their findings will be /useful to engineers 
who have in hand the construction of great works 
like canals, dykes and fortifications in localities 
whieh may be visited by such convulsive move- 
ments. 

All this sounds more like delirium than sober 
science, but there was a time when the mgr 
of science who should predict the triumphs: of 
wireless telegraphy, illustrated in the Filorida- 
Republic disaster, would have, been laughed ‘at 
as an occult lunatic, Hf science is able td antici- 
pate earth movements and so. predict earthquakes 
and volcanoes, every facility should be afforded 
the learned men who want to begin the work.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 30.—Only one 
month must come and go until ‘‘The 
Down and Out Club” will have received 
info its fold many distinguished mem- 
bers who now are known to glory be- 
cause of their connection with the 
Roosevelt administration.

Alvey A. Adee, in 
everything but name, is permanent 
Under Secretary of State. He has been 
in the department for so many years 
that he supplements the card index 
system by knowing the nickname of 
every royal person in the world, wheth- 
er he has measies and mumps or has 
compromised as to both by having cor- 
raled whooping cough for his very own. 

Up on Foreign Affairs, 

Also, Mr. Adee knows how each of 
the anointed ones should be addressed 
and he rings the bell to remind the 
President that such-dand-such a Hohen- 
zollern, -Hapsburg, Wettin, Holstein- 
Gottdorf has a birthday and must re- 
ceive the properly worded message of 
congratulation, a draft of which for 
purposes of suggestion Mr. Adee will 
be pleased to place before the Presi- 
dent if it pleases him. 

Adee would cut the cables rather than 
permit a message of congratulations not 
penned by himself and in accordance 
with the form made and provided by 
him to leave the country. Besides know- 
ing that very important business, he is 
a civil engineer, a bicycler and a devo- 
tee of golf, who makes an annual pil- 
grimage to the land of his ancestors so 
that he may play the real article? 

John Callan O’Laughlin, who is now 
looking at diplomacy from the diplomat’s 
point of view instead of occupying the 
point held by him for many years—that 
of newspaper man—is one of the niftiest 
reporters in Washington. If he does not 
become a member of the diplomatic 
corps he’ will become one of the fra- 
ternity of writers again, equipped with 
a fund of knowledge from original 
sources.

PNEUMONIA CONTINUES TO 
GATHER ITS GRIM TOLL, BUT 
FALLS BEHIND OLD RECORD 


Stork Brought 264 Last Week, a 
Decrease of 49 From Week 


Before. 
Pneumonia, although less deadly last 
week than during the preceding seven 
days, when 41 persons died of the dis- 
ease, was again the chief factor in the 
mortality. It was charged with 33 
deaths. 
The stork, with a score of 264, against 
the reaper’s 216, was 49 behind his rec- 
ord of the previous week. 
Diphtheria caused the death of eight 
persons last week. Three died of meas- 
les and one of scarlatina. 
Tuberculosis was second to pneumonia 
as a factor in the death roll, as it has 
been for five weeks. Twenty persons 
died of the disease in its several forms. 
Eighteen deaths were attributed to 
bronchitis. 
Cnly one death from accident was re- 
ported. That is the smallest number 
from that cause in many months.

T IS true that I appeal to men’s emo- 
tions. A man without emotion is mere- 
ly a statue. But I appeal equally to 

their intellects, The thing I try most to do 
is to make men think of the things most 
worth thinking of.

Why Drugs Don’t Cure.--Electricity the Remedv

SHALL WE THROW PHYSIC TO THE DOGS? Has 
medical science made no progress, and are all drugs poi- 
sons? 

“The science of medicine is founded upon conjecture and 
improved by murder,’’ declares one of the greatest physi- 
clans in thé world, Sir Astley Cooper, M. D., physician to 
the Queen of England. 

“Drug medicines do but cure one disease by producing 
another,’’ asserts Dr. Martin Payne, professor in the New 
York University Medical College. 

“A mild mercurial course and mildly cutting a man’s 
throat are synonymous terms,’’ says Professor Gilman of 
the New York College of Physicians and Surgeons. 

More and more eminent physicians are declaring each 
year that medical science has made little progress since 
the beginning of man. 

Dr. M. O. Terry, formerly Surgeon-Genera!l of New York, 
announced recently that in his opinion very few of: the 
cases diagnosed-as appendicitis were that disease at all, 
and says that in many cases where operations were per- 
formed for appendicitis a short vacation or a series of 
morning walks would have prevented the serious turn taken 
by the disease. 

Dr. Osler of ‘‘chloroform-age’’ fame says: ‘Pain in the 
stomach nowadays is always appendicitis, and is recognized 
by the physician’s wife over the telephone.’’ , 

Dr. M. J. Rodermund of Milwaukee goes farther than 
either of these.* He declares: ‘‘It is an absolute impossi- 
bility for the appendix in a man to become obstructed. I 
have witnessed and assisted in 84 operations of so-called 
appendicitis, but never have I seen a diseased appendix. 
Yet I have seen a number of healthy, blooming young amen 
and women sent to the angels just because the surgeons 
wanted the fee of $300 to $500. I mean just what I say; 
that it was absolutely the fee only, and the surgeons made 
no bones about saying so before the operation was per- 


formed. e 
NINETY PER CENT NOT APPENDICITIS. 
Dr. A. B. Stockman quotes the statement of a physician

American doétor, He dedlared at the Boston meeting of 
doctors that 90 per cent of the cases in which he operated 
for appendicitis proved not to be that disease at all. 

“We always tell a patient and his friends that the op- 
eration was successful,’’ he said. 

A great French doctor said: ‘‘Nature is fighting with 
a disease; a’ blind man armed with a club—that is the 
physiclan—comes, lifts his club and strikes at random, if 
he hits the disease he kills it; if he hits the patient he 
kills him.” 

Dumoulin, another famous French doctor, said as he 
was dying: ‘I leave behind me two famous physicians— 
regimen and river water."’ 

physician writing recently fn one of the magazines, 
said that the practice of medicine was not a sciente at 
all, and that no one could say that any cure had. been 
made by medicine, because nature worked its dwn cure. 
There was great power in the human body to throw off 
disease, and in the majority of cases where the patient 
recovered, it was not because of the medicine given, but 
in spite of it. 

“The career of medicine down the channel of the ages 
has been vexed by a constant ebb and flow of contrary 
Opinions,"’ asserted this physician. ‘History shows how 
many infallible remedies for disease have been vaunted and 


forgotten. (3 

There was a time, not long ago, either, when bleeding 
was the sovereign cure for all diseases. In those days 
the physician’ bled the patient, no matter what the ail. 
ment. How many thousands were killed by the doctors in 
those days we cannot even conjecture,’ any more than 
we can guess how many are being killed now by wrong 
and mistaken treatment. The medical fraternity hag had 
many fads and fashions. At»different times in the past 
great faith has been put in witchcraft, charms, amulets, 
astrology, nécromancy, aichemy, magic, mesmerism, hy- 
dropathy end other fads. There was a tiine when it was 
thought by doctors that ali ailments of the brain were 
caused by vapors collected within the skull and pressing 
upon the brain. The cure was to lay open the scalp and 
drill a hole through the skull to let the vapors out. Where 
is the physician who would do that now? Yet our own 
faa of opening & person's bowels and cutting off the ap- 
pendix may be just as foolish. 

“There was a time, only a few hundred years ago,”’ 
continues thie writer, ‘‘when fever was treated with mu- 
sic; when human bones were ground up and ‘drunk for 
the cure of wicers; when human biood was prescribed for 
epilepsy. Aqua Divina, a remedy advertised as having 
great ‘virtue, was made by cutting in pieces the body of a 
healthy man who had died a yiolent death and distilling

Volume of Business Far Sur- 
passes That of the First 
Month in 1908. 


MILLIONS IN HOMES 


Washington Avenue Retail 
Movement Overflowing Into 
Cross Streets. 


Accepting the passing month as an 
index, the volume of transactions in 
realty circles during the year 1909 will 
surpass the most sanguine predictions. 
The total for the month will exceed 
that for the corresponding period of 
1908, when the aggregate reached $1,- 
816,528, approximately $2,000,000. 

With the Missouri-Lincoln Building 
$1,500,000 transaction, which was exe- 
cuted by the Holbrook-Blackwelder 
company a fortnight since, but which 
has not yet been filed, the volume of 
business for the month would have 
been swelled to $5,000,000, exceeding that 
of the corresponding previous period 
more than three and a half million dol- 
lars. In view of the fact that only one 
transaction of magnitude in downtown 
St. Louis is:embraced in this imposing 
total, the record in January will have 
been phenomenal. 

Catlin Tract Transfer. 

The business has been confined prin- 
cipally to residential quasi-business 
holdings and factory and warehouse 
sites. In the regidential class the trans- 
fer of the Catlin tract from the Mis- 
souri-Lincoln Trust Co. to the Forest 
Park Land Co. at $1,200,000, was the 
most notable event. More than half 
the land having been already resold 
in lots at an advance of 50 per cent, 
the Forest Park Land Co.’s deal, em- 
bracing the Catlin trect, which was 
conceived by the. Mercantile Trust Co., 
will probably be the best of the year. 
Including the several millions of dollars 
which will be involved in the erection 
of homes, it will scarcely be eclipsed 
in the residential transactions. : 
‘Activity has not lagged in the « »wn- 
town area but it has been confined 
largely to tenant leases, the most im- 
p.~tant being on \.ushington avenue 
and Seventh street. Sixth and Locust 
streets were also sought for retail pur- 
poses, but because of a dearth of avail- 
able quarters, they did not record their 
quota of transactions.

With an unprecedented number of 
outside concerns seeking locations in 
this city, the commer-ial influx prom- 
ises to be a big factor in the 1909 realty 
movement in St. Louls,. the crowning 
feature of which will be the consum- 
mation of the plan for the erection of 
a 20-story building. by. the Business 
Men’s League as a monument to St.

That was the ultimatum from Holden 
vans, whose revenge is to be that ex- 
acted from ‘the erring wife and her 
wooer in “John Glayde’s Honor.”’ one 
among James K. Hackett’s repertoire 
of plays. If Osborn fails to meet the

This dinner established the fact that 
the tariff is a local issue, with all apolo- 
gies to Winfield Scott Hancock. Rep- 
resentatives Sereno Payne, John Dal- 
zell and Champ Clark were discovered 
seated at a table. In due time and in 
ample form, announcement was made 
that the House Committee on Ways and 
Means was in session hearing evidence 
concerning the tariff. ‘“‘And God save 
(he United States,’’ added the herald, 
feelingly.

The reply was 
an emphatic negative. ‘‘We are farm- 
ers, by Hook,’’ explained the spokes- 
man of the country side.

Newspaperman Who Refused 
to’ Be Editor Lived at 
Memorial Home. 








William Fayal, once a star reporter 
and war correspondent, who refused 
editorial positions repeatedly because his 
ambition was to be a good reporter, 
died last night of old age at the Me- 
morial Home, Grand and Magnolia ave- 
nues. His active career as a reporter 
ended when he was 64. He was 89 years 
old. 

Fayal was a reporter for the Globe 
and Republican and had won his gpurs 
in the days when Frank R: O’Neil, Wil- 
liam Kelso and William Marion Reedy 
were beginners. He was a chum of 
Henry M. Stanley, and for a time they 
had a room together at 819 Market 
street, before Stanley went to the New 


finding Livingstone in Africa, achiev- 
ing what is regarded as the greatest 
feat of reporting in American history. 

Fayal was born in -1821 in Otsego Coun- 
ty, New York, and lived on a farm 
until he was 3 years old. He got his 
first taste of newspaper werk when he 
bought the Loekport (N. Y.) Journal, 
but the life of @ newspaper proprietor 
did not attract him, and the life of 
@ reporter did. He sold the paper, 
and came to St. Louis. 

At the beginning of the Civil War 
Fayal was police reporter for the Globe, 
rand he was picked to send out with 
Gen, Sam Curtis. He remained three 
years in the field, and underwent hard- 
ships and dangers, but returned to St. 
Beuts unscathed. 

4On returning to St. Louis, Fayal went 
paver to thé« Union, which was pub- 
lished at Third and Locust streets, and 
was owned by Peter 8. Foy. He was of- 
fered an editorial position, but refused 
it, declaring that he preferréda to con- 
tinue as a reporter. 

Subsequently Fayal was a reporter for 
the Evening News, owned then by C. 
T. Ramsey, and he covered several 
Indian uprisings for that paper. For 
ll years after this he was with the 
Republican as a reporter, covering elev- 
en sessions of the State Legisla- 
ture, working occasionally as hotel re- 
porter, and being one of those to ‘“‘cov- 
er” the Maxwell-Preiler trunk murder 
case, probably the most famous crime 
in St. Louls’ history. 

A position as editorial writer was of- 
fered to Fayal again while he was with 
the Republic, and again he refused it. 
He declined similar offers from other 
newspapers, and he remained a report- 
er until he:was 64 years old, when he 
retired. After that he assisted William 
Hyde in the preparation of an encyclo- 
pedia: 

For the last five years Fayal and his 
wife have lived at the Memorial Home. 
He had a chill last Monday, and grew 
steadily weaker afterward. Mrs. Faya! 
was with him when he died. 

Fayal Was regarded as the best-posted 
newspaper man in St. Louis on Ameri- 
canhistory. William A. Kelso, now with 
the Post-Dispateh, who knew him, said 
last night that tenacity and trust- 
worthiness Wére his best assets as a 
reporter.

Autos Sold at Big Show

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When the automobile show closed in 
the Madison Square Garden, New York 
City, the machines were not sent back 
to the warerooms and factories, but a 
large proportion were shipped te Phila- 
Gelphia, where the exhibition in that 
city epened last Wednesday night. The 
show is now being held in the Second 
Regiment Armory, and as it is not con- 
fined to Selden patent cars, as was the 
Garden show, it is a more comprehen- 
sive exhibition. There are more than 70 
exhibitors, and about 150 cars. 

In addition to the racing cars which 
won in hard-feught contests during the 
past year, the prizes and trophies for 
which they competed will also be found 
as part of the show. These include, first 
of all, the Grand Prize gold cup, which 
was the trophy at Savannah. This cup 
is of solid gold and its intrinsic value 
is just $5000. It would be impossible to 
price its sentimental value, and millions 
would ne doubt be refused for it by the 
owners. In erder to get this prize for 
exhibition in Philadelphia, the Automo- 
bile Trade Association had to enter bond 
for $15,000 for its safety and even under 
these corvditions it was impossible to 
secure it for exhibition for more than 
three days. 

A gross total of $7,139,000 in sales was 
reported by those who had spaces in the 
Madison Square Garden show during the 
eight days, The list consists of 2227 
cars, valued at $6,736,000, electrie car- 
riages valued at $60,000, business motor 
wagons valued at $28,000, motorcycles 
valued at $35,000, and $250,000 In tires and 
accessories. The details regarding the 
care shown are interesting, the list be- 
ing as follows: 

Complete gasoline cars, 117; gasoline 
chassis, 28; motor business wagons, 19; 
motor business chassis, 5; taxicabs, 3; 
steam cars, 6; steam chassis, 1; electric 
carriages, 87; electric chassis, 5.

tem. Seventy-five of the cars had high- 
tension magnetos, 15 of them used lew- 
tension, maghetos, 79 of them storage 
batteries, and 69 of them dry cells. 

In clutches it was still a tie between 
the cone and the multiple disk, each 
type being used on 56 different cars. 
The expanding clutch was used on 22 
cars and the contracting on 10. The se- 
lective gear was the most popular in 
transmission devices, or, as they are 
scmetimes called, gear-sets, or more 
properly speaking, change-speed de- 
vices, 131 cars using the selective type 
as compared with 18 using the progres- 
sive. The planetary system was used 
on only one car. The location of the 
gear-sets varied a little, although on 126 
of the cars it was a separate unit. Five 
cars had the geat-set combined with 
the crank case, and 14 of them showed 
the gear case mounted on the rear axle. 

It was expected, of course, that the 
final drive by shaft would lead, as it 
did, with 122 cars using this method. 
There were 22 cars in the show em- 
ploying the dguble-side chaindrive, and 
one using the single-side chaindrive.

Registration will be necessary on that 
day also for all new voters—those who 
have attained their majority or acquired 
citizenship—and those who have re- 
moved since October.

St. Louls: Catholics are interested in 
the announcement that the Jesuit Week- 
ly Review, which will not be an official 
organ of the church, but an expression 
of the Catholic point of viéw as the 
Jesuits see it, will soon be started in 
New York. News. dispatches state that 
offices were opened last week in the 
Hick’s Lord House in Washington 
Square West. 

‘Under the present system if a Jesuit 
wishes to contribute to a magazine or 
to write a book he must first turn his 
manuscript over to the-’rector of his 
college. The rector in turn then passes 
the MS. to a committee which decidés 
whether it is worthy to go out as a 
Jesuit production. This committee is 
made up of professors and their other 
duties often cause manuscripts to be 
long delayed in publication. 

The editors of the new Review, how- 
ever, will have nothing else to dq put to 
read manuscripts submitted to them 
and to encourage literary effort among 
15,000 Jesuits in the world, for it is 
planned that the Review will be inter- 
national in its scope. The Pope recent- 
ly gave it his official sanction. 

For many yeirs the intellectual activi- 
ty of the Jesuits has been confined 
principally to science. In scientific fields 
they have been among the foremost. 

Now it is expected that they will 
come forward in the world of thought 
end that their point of view wil have 
a decided impression on the literature 
of the age. ,

NEEN LOSES 
FIRST SKIRMIS 
IN BUTE SUll 


Action Was Instituted to Re- 
cover Fees Retained by 
State Treasurer. 


Gov. Charles 8.’ Deneen lost in the 
first skirmish in his suit against the 
bondsmen of the late Hdward Rutz, 
former State Treasurer of [ilinois,. to 
recover some $17,000. The defeat came 
when Attorneys, B. F. Lincoln of Otta- 
wa, Iil., and David G. Thompson of 
Golconda, Ill., representing the Attor- 
ney-General’s office, took a non-suit in 
the Belleville Circuit Court as to 
$9625.86 of the $17,917.73 which had. been 
sued for. | 

The suit against Rutz’s bondsmen was 
one of a series instituted by Gov. De- 
neen soon after he was elected four. 
years ago, against all the former. State 
Treasurers, to recover fees which, it 
was contended, the treasurers had ifl- 
legally ‘retained. 

Rutz was State Treasurer from Jan- 
uary, 1873, until January, 1875. He has 
been dead many years. Col. John Them- 
as, John B. Livingston, Samuel Stookey 
and William Maus were eureties on his 
$200,000 bond. All these men are dead 
and the suit was directed against the 
estates of. the bondsmen, Some of the 
heirs were not born when their pro- 
genitors signed the Treasurer’s.. bond. 

It was alleged in the suit that Rutz 
retained $17,917.73 tn fees which he had 
geceived from the collection and @s- 
bursement of taxes on registered mu- 
nicipal bonds. These fees were always 
considered a part of the emoluments of 
the office of State Treasurer until Gov. 
Deneen was elected. The office of State 
Treasurer pays a salary of $3500: The 
money sued for from,Rutz was for the 
fees he had collected; 4nd for the same 
fees collected by E. N. Bates, his 
predecessor, and turned over to Rutz, 
but paid by Rutz back to Bates..

Mrs. Josephine Moehring-Maulhardat- 
Meyer wove a tangled web when, ac- 
cording to her testimony yesterday in 
Circuit Judge Grimm’s court, she de- 
ceived Joseph Moehring, 1856 Meramec 
street, into believing he was her hus- 
band. She is now trying to disprove 
the relationship. 

If the Court decides against her in 
the divorce suit instituted by Moehring 
ghe will not only lose custody of her 
child, Helen, 12 years old, but her mar- 
riage to Henry G. Meyer of Granite 
City, Ill., will be rendered invalid. It 
will mean that she was Moelring’s wife 
when she married Meyer. 

In January, 195, Mrs. Moehring ob- 
‘tained a divorce from Moehring. On 
Feb. 6 of the same year she accom- 
panied him to St. Charlies, Mo., and 
took out a marriage license. The license 
Was not used, but Moehring says the 
woman agreed to live with him, and 
that they did live at 19%1 Lami street. 
She left him, he says, in a few days, 
and was married to Emil W. Maul- 
hardt of 196 Chergjee street, March 
~ Je, 1005. 

Subsequently Maulhardt sued for di- 
yorce, alleging that his wife had another 
husband and was granted a decree in 
1906. On Oct. 2, 1907, Mrs. Maulhardt 
Was married to Meyer. Soon after this 
marriage Moehring went to Granite 
City and saw Meyer. 

“Your wife is not your wife but my 
wife,’ Moehring told Meyer. He de- 
manded custody of Helen.

JEFFERSON CITY. Jan. 30.—Repub- 
lican confidence in the outcome of the 
Lieutenant-Governorship contest is in- 
dicated in a @atement issued tonight 
by the Republican candidate, Jacob F. 
Gmelich. 

Mr. Gmelich takes exception to the 
published claims of his Democratic op- 
ponent, William R. Painter, to the -ef- 
fect that he (Painter), according to the 
original returns, was shown to have 
been elected Lieutenant-Governor by a 
majority of 73. 

“The original returns filed in the of- 
fice of the Secretary of State,’ says 
Mr. Gmelich, ‘‘gave me 30 majority. On 
account of amended returns from vari- 
ous precincts in correction of mistakes 
alleged to have been made in the orig- 
ina] returns, some fifteen precincts have 
been recounted d all of the city of 
St. Louis. By this recount. my ma- 
jority has been increased to 212 votes, 
unless some 3500 votes in the city of St. 
Louis are not counted on account of 
technicalities qvhich do not affect either 
their legality or their honesty. 

Title Will Be Unteinted. 

“The only objection offered against 
the counting of these ballots is that one 
of the judges did not sign his full ini- 
tials. In view of these facts, I can 
have no doubt but that my title to this 
office, If it is awarded to me by the 
Legislature, will come free from any 
doubt or taint of illegality. But this 
question, as I have said, is not to be 
decided by newspaper statements of my 
opponent or myself, but by the mem- 
bers of the Legislature. 

No doubt is expressed in official quar- 
ters tonig that the long-drawn out 
fight for lieutenant-governor will be de- 
cided in favor of the Republican can- 
didate. 

Opposition Disappears. 

.The Democratic opposition to Gme- 
lich seems to have disappeared com- 
pletely, although Democratic partisans 
are still. predicting a bitter debate on 
the floor of the House of Representa- 
tives when the reports of the joint can- 
vassing committee are submitted in 
joint session Monday afternoon. 

While yielding to the demands of the 
Republicans, Painter’s friends are still 
trying to make it appear that he is en- 
titled to the office of lieutenant-gov- 
ernor. 

Apparently the only thing in the way 
of Gmelich’s being seated is the possi- 
bility of split along partisan lines if the 
Democratic and Republican members of 
the recount committee get into an acri- 
monious debate. 

| Acrimony Wonld Be Fatal. 

Such a.sdevelopment would Stir the 
Democratic passions, political leaders 
say, to the point of giving Painter the 
certificate, regardless of the conse- 
quences, | 

If the Democratic leaders conclude to 
retire gracefully, the presiding officer 
of the joint assembly will be asked to 
decide the vote on lieuténant-governor 
by a viva voce vote. This will save 
the Democrats from going on record 
in favor of Gmelich or Painter. Lieu- 
tenant-Governor McKinley, a Republic- 
an, Wil preside over the session which 
will choose his successor, and unless 
otherwise requested, he can declare 
Gmelich elected without the necessity 
of a rolicall.,

Husband Maintains That Wife 
Is Under a Spell of the 
Itinerant Preacher. 





Identity of interests in the saving of 
souls and coincidences in meetings as 
they travel about on their respective 
missions, and not his hypnotic influence 
over her, are declared by the Rev. Al- 
bert Carl Atherton to explain the re- 
fusal of Mrs. Frank Lemon to return 
to St. Louis and her husband from Shel- 
byville, IIL, where she has been working 
in the evangelist’s assemblages to con- 
vert women while he strives for the re- 
generation of sinners of both sexes. 

Mr. Atherton volunteered to have Mrs. 
Lemon telephone to the Post-Dispatch 
@ corroboration of what he said, but 
later informed a reporter that, she de- 
clined to discuss her husband's accusa- 
tions. | 

“T have seen Mra. Lemon and she says 


there is nothing to this story and she 
won't talk about it,” 

The statement of Mr. Lemon that his 
wife seems to be subject to some mys- 
terious control which is stronger than 
his -appeals for her to come back to 
their home and their child are char- 
acterized by the Rev. Mr. Atherton as 
“unfortunate mistakes.”’ 

Lemon Back in St. Louis, 

Lemon returned to St. Louis yester- 
day, after publicly charging the Rev. 
Mr. Atherton, who styles himself a 
“gospel healer,”” with having alienated 
Mrs. Lemon and exerting over her some 
power that made her proof against her 
husband’s pleadings that she leave the 
preacher. 

These accusations, repeated at a meet- 
ing which Atherton was exhorting, in 
Shelbyville, created excitement. Unable 
to induce his wife to come back to 
St. Louis, Lemon says he sees nothing 
else to be. done. 

“Tf it were not that I am a profess- 
ing Christian I would do Atherton bod- 
ily harm,’’ exclaimed Lemon to a re- 
porter for the Post-Dispatch. 

“If I have any influence over. Mrs. 
Lemon I am not aware of it,’’ said the 
Rev. Mr. Atherton yestefday, over the 
long-distance telephone from Shelby- 
ville. 

“We are both Christian workers and 
frequently meet while on our travels, 
but we are not associated. Mrs. Lem- 
on’s work, in fact, is wholly independ- 
ent of mine. It is true that she comes 
to my meetings, but her only purpose 
is to reach the women who are there 
to hear me. 

“TIT didn’t leave St. Louis with Mrs. 
Lemon or at the same time she depart- 
ed. I met her at Mount Vernon, II1., 
while she was a traveling saleswoman 
for a novelty coneern in St. Louis. 
“She asked for permission to work 
at my meetings there, and I consented. 
Before that, I understand, she was a 
worker in Dr. Gentry’s mission in Chi- 
cago, and with the Volunteers of Amer- 
ica in Des Moines, Io. She has been 
coming to hear me preach here in Shel- 
byville, but always in the company of 
other women—among the most promi- 
nent in town, too. 

Mrs. Lemon Christian Scientist. 
“Mrs. Lemon is a Christian Scientist. 
While in Sheibyville she has been the 
guest of different persons of that re- 
ligion. She has visited various places 
in Illinois and sometimes it has hap- 
pened that we both conducted meetings 
at the same time, but never by arrange- 
ment or because we are associated in 
any Way. 

“For instance, I am now going to 
Bethany, I)., for a series of meetings, 
but she will not accompany me. Mrs. 
Lemon is a Christian woman and I am 
sure is a good wife. 

“If there is any trouble, it is between 
her and her husband, not between me 
and her or me and him. I want that 
understood. I have used no influence 
of any kind. Mr. Lemon’s statements 
to that effect are unfortunate . mis- 
takes.”"’ 

Dispatches from Shelbyville say that 
Atherton was forbidden the further use 
of the Circuit Courtroom in which he 
has been preaching. 

When the Board of County Supefvis- 
ors took that action Atherton publicly 
denounced its members and asked the 
people of Shelbyville to demand that 
he be permitted the use of the room. 

The Board was moved to debar the 
preacher by the gossip aroused by the 
presence of Mrs. Lemon's husband at 


to induce her to leave the bealer’s in- 
fluence. 

Since the closing of the courtroom, 
against him, Atherton has been conduct- 
ing his revivals and other religious ex- 
ercises in the Unitarian Church. 

“This whole story is a sad mistake 
which grieves me very much. Ask any 
reputable person in Shelbyville and he 
will tell you that I am absolutely with- 
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Atherton said. |

Overdoses of Merphine. — 
} Coming down to specific charges, Mise 
Cannon said: 


“I was told on several occasions to 
give a patient % of a grain of morphine 
instead of 1-6 or 1-8 as the doctor or- 
dered. I did as the head nurse told me. 

“[ remember that -I gave this dose 
to two patients, Mrs. Holcomb and Mrs. 
Reynolds, in September. I never knew 
of a doctor ordering more morphine 
than 1-6 or 1-8 of a grain, but the nurse 
told me that this was not enough. 

“It is not enough to keep them 
quiet dnd I am not going to have them 
keeping the rest of the patients awake,’ 
the nurse told me.”’ 

“Did you ever see morphine administ- 
ered improperly by other nurses?” 

“Yes. Morphine had been ordered for 
Miss Woodcomb, a patient, but this day 
the doctor said none must be given her. 
I saw a nurse give her morphine when 
she should not have had it. The nurse 
told me that if the pafient told the doc- 
tor about it she would say that all she 
had given Miss Woodcomb was steril- 
ized water.’’ 

‘*‘What do you know of other instances 
of improper treatment?” 

“IT was told by a nurse to iaiiilate 
strychnine to a patient who was so il! 
that she required it. The nurse told 
me thay she had Omitted to ddminister 
the strychnine three or four evenings.” 
" “Did she say why she had omitte 
the strychnine?’ 

“Yes, she said the patient was very 
ili and she omitted the strychnine so 
that the patient might @Gie.”’ 


Accuses nan Nurse. 

“Have you ever noticed any familiar- 
ity between an interne, a young man, 
and one particular nurse?’’ 

“Yes. I have noticed this nurse when 
on duty in the ward leave several times 
and go to the operating room as late at 
night as 10:3 or 10:4. The room was 
dark at the time and the nurse had no 
duties to perform there. On these visits 
the nurse would be absent from the 
ward for half an hour. I know of three 
or four times when the nurse and the 
interne went to the operating room, at 
night. I also heard of them being in the 
nurse’s office. Two patients spoke of it. 
They said they had seen it.”’ 

“Do you remember of any occasion 
when a vulgar remark was made in your 
presence?’”’ 

“Yes. I was in the kitchen of the, 
hospital one night preparing some toast 
for a patient. The nurse and the interne 
were in the room. The interne asked 
the nurse an insulting question about 
me. I said nothing but left the kitchen 
crying, and cried all night.” 

“Have you ever heard vulgar ex- 
pressions used by the nurses?” ., 

“Yes, I have often heard them make 
indecent remarks." 

“Was there ever any talk of the im- 
morality of any nurses?’ 

“Yes. It was a matter of gossip about 
the hospital that the morals of some 
of the nursese were not good.”’ 

The investigation will be continued.

Case Filled With Tragedy. 

Wherever one turns in the case there 
is tragedy. A daughter of Ch ~agcery 
Judge Andrew Allison, Who was’ mur- 
dered by a brother of the juror, James 
Whiteworth, is the wife.of Attorney- 
General McCarn. Mr. McCarn was 
courting his. wife at the time of this 
killing. ‘They were married 10 months 
afterward. ; 

Whiteworth shot himself immediately 
after. slaying Judge Allison and died 
within a few hours. There is the kill- 
ing .ef .Carmack. Judge Hart, before 
whom the Senator’s stayers are being 
tried, was sitting onty a few months 
since in a case In Maury County, in 
which the son-in-law of Samuel C. Car- 
mack was on trial for killing a man 
whom he accused of defaming his wife's 
good name. Judge Hart tried tlie case, 
because Judge Holding of that circuit 
is a kinsman of the Carmacks. 

Attorney-General McCarn would be 
standing alone in the prosecution of the 
Coopers and Sharp if it were not for 
G. T. Fitzhugh of Mempbis, a lifelong 
friend of the Senator, and Assistant At- 
torney-General Joe Garner of Maury 
County. These two men have volun- 
teered out of loyalty to Carmack's mem- 
ory. The Senator stood up with Fits- 
we when he. was. married. Garner, 





It is known that efforts were made 
by Senator Carmack’s friends to em- 
ploy local counsel to assist the Attor- 
ney-General, but they were useless. 
Such is the political and social and 
family woof of the situation. 

It has been noticeable ever since the 
dismissal of the two jurors, Leigh and 
ackson, and the arrest of Leigh, that 
a higher class of talesmen has been 
summoned.

Judge 
Hart said: 

“I do not want to take any chances 
of a mistrial, because of the illness of 

juror. A man who has an organic 
disease is more liable to be ill than an- 
other man.”’ 

At this point Attorney Garner, for 
the State, declared: 

‘For some reason, Your Honor will 
appreciate, the word has gone out that 
Whitworth must be gotten off that jury. 
This is a scheme to get the man off. 
Now, if he is incampetent, prove it. 
We hear that men even went to Mrs. 
Whitworth and told her that her hus- 
band was in a precarious condition, in 
order to excite her fears.”’ 

“Tf there is anything like this go- 
ing on, the Court wants to know it,” 
said Judge Hart sharply. 

Attoruacys Make Denial. 

The attorneys for the defense were 
on their feet instantly, clamoring to be 
heard, and denouncing bitterly any in- 
sinuations that they were guilty of 
underhand practices. 

The prosecutors denied they attrib- 
uted the plan or even the knowledge 
of it to counsel for the defense, but 
insisted upon an investigation. 

‘It certainly will be investigated,” 
was the Court's emphatic comment. 

Then Attorney Garner remarked: 

‘This is only information, you under- 
stand: we do not know as to its truth 
or falsity. But we understand that 
Mrs. Whitworth has sent a second let- 
ter to Your Honor, saying she did not 
wish her husband removed front the 
jury -without his consent.” - 

“Ag you know of the note,” said the 
Court, “you might tell me where it is.

The bank officials 
say their institution will be a great 
convenience for these men, as many of 
them enter the city with their money 
in currency, which at times runs into 
three and four figures. Depositing at 
the Union Station bank, they will feel 
secure when they start out for their 
business in the city, the directors point 
out, / 

It is expected also that travelers 
spending only a few hours in the city 
will put their money on deposit. Where 
there is difficulty for such travelers to 
get identification in a short time their 
money will not be taken on deposit, but 
they will be rented a safe deposit box 
for the day. There are 1000 safety de- 
posit boxes. 

The officers of the bank explain 
that a man simply spending a few 
hours in the city and wishing to cash 
a check must be identified the same 
as he would be at a downtown bank. 
The convenience to him will come in 
the fact that he will be saved the 
time lost by a trip to the business 
district, 

Bank Handsomely Appeinted. 

The new bank is handsomely ap- 
pointed. It is a large room situated 
between the Terminal Hotel and the 
Terminal Buffet with entrances on 
the Midway and Market street, The 
fininshings are in bronze, brass and 
mahogany. 

A safe has been installed in which 
as much as a million dollars can be 
stored in perfect safety as the safe 
has been proven to be burglar proof. 
The safety deposit “oxes are in a 
vault made with walls, floor and ceil- 
ing of concrete and steel one foot 
thick. The entrance to the vault is 
through a steel door with a delicately 
adjusted system of bolts and time 
locks. 

There is a spacious directors’ room, 
a woman's writing and consulting 
room, and little booths, resembling 
telephone booths, for the conveninece 
of safety deposit box holders. A steel 
bar fence with steel bar roof en- 
closes the passageway from the vault 
to the booths. 

Many Depositors First Day. 

The officers and directors of the 
bank said yesterday that the number 
of accounts opened with them the 
first day was far greater than had 
been anticipated. The place was 
crowded during the day with men in

Thg suggestion lias been made that 
the original limits of the town when it 
was first incorporated be marked by a 
line ef special illumination. Other his- 
toric spots will also be marked. Repli- 
cas of the first Courthouse, jail and City 
Hall’ may be made and exhibited. A 
balloon race as important as the an- 
nual James Gordon Bennett contest will 
be held. 

Special attention will be given to the 
Velled Prophet's parade as a feature of 
the centennial. The illumination of the 
streets will be on a magnitude never 
before attempted.

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GROUND PLAN OF THE CASA GRANDE 
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ASSIVE foundations and walls of skyscrap- 
ers and tenement hkouses of an Indian 
city, dating probably from the time of 

the Norman conquest, are now being excavated 
in Pinal County, Southern Arizona, in the valley 
of the Gila River, by savants of the Smithsonian 
Institute. These marvels of architecture, which 
are believed to have towered to a height of seven 
or eight stories and some of which are 100 yards 
in length, would compare favorably in dimen- 
sions with many of the largest apartment houses 
in St. Louis, though the’ former were erected 
by a people generally regarded as savages. 


The Southwest was once the seat of populous 
cities and enlightened nations, though the sec- 
tion today is the most sparsely populated in the 
country. Relics of this dead civilization are being 
found under the shifting sands of the Arizona 
deserts. But the discovery of the Casas Grandes, 
of Great Mansions, of the Gila Valley is so far 
the most important achievement of exploration 
in that region. 

The buried city,

of three huge compounds, or buildings surrounded 
by walls. One of these, which has been completely 
unearthed, seems to have been the institutional 
headquarters of the city, as here are found, the 
implements and altars of worship, and relics of 
commerce and of the residence of royalty. It 
was probably the “City Hall,” in which lived 
the chieftain and his family, and in which the 
priests performed their ceremonies, where the 
functions of government were exercised, and the 
city’s trade carried on. 

The other compounds appear to have been 
huge apartment houses, from the multitude of 
their small residence rooms, and probably housed 

thousand souls. 

Surrounding these great edifices, are the ruins 
of a throng of small dwellings in which lived 
the commons of the city. Other structures are 
believed to have been communal wells, institu- 
tions of prime importance in a desert country. 

It is a marvel of architecture that the abo- 
rigines who built the Great Mansions were able 
to rear them to such a height with a mixture 
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of adobe and pebbles as their material. The 
walls at the bottom are of great thickness and 
are reinforced with slabs of stone, but few 
twentieth century contractors would undertake 
to erect a building seven stories high, stable 
enough to house hundreds of men with safety, 
out of material so unreliable as adobe. Yet, four 
stories of one compound still stand after nine 
centuries. 

It is believed that the builders ~* this city were 
the forebears of a Pimas, a tribe now living in 
Arizona, some of whom are working: as laborers 
on the excavations. These prehistoric ‘“‘Hopis” 
or “Moquinos,” were cousins of the Aztecs of 
Mexico, who reached their zenith five centuries 
after the native Arizona civilization was at its 
climax, having adopted and improved the inven- 
tions in architecture of their northert relatives. 

The question arises why the Pimas lost the 
custom of building great houses, and were found 
by the Spaniardd in the seventeenth century in- 
habiting such cabins as they now dwell in. It is 
explained that they were forced to abandon their 
Great Mansions, which they were unable to de- 
fend on account of their unwieldy size, and which 
were conspicuous temptations to the cupidity 
of their ancient foes, the terrible Apaches. The 
Hopi people, being agricultural, proved an easy 
prey for their enemies and this phase of their 
civilization was broken up and ecattered. Such 
individuals ag survived and remained in the vicin- 
ity betook themselves to their perishable huts, in 
which there was nothing which an enemy would 
find worth pillaging. 

Nearly one thousand specimens of the handi- 
work of the builders of the city have been found 
and are destined for exhibition in the Smithao- 
nian Museum. Bowls, vases and jars, rough and

STRINGING THEIR WIRES 


Before going any further it is nee- 
essary to explain how the genuine 
wire f&ppers operate in order that 
the reader may be able to understand 
the difference between the fake and 
the real article. 

The tappers first locate a wire over 
which the stock market quotations 
are sent to the broker offices and 
trace this wire until they find 4 
suitable place where it crosses over 
the roof of some office building. They 
then engage an office on the top floor 
and await a favorable oppo:tuuity 
when ho one is around to observe 
their actions.

MISSOURI'S GREAT BED OF MASTODON BONES 


ISSOURI has greatest bed 
of bones of extinct animals 
known in the world. This 
bed, or “boneyard,” as it has been 
called, is a little north of Kimmswic*, 
in Jefferson County. It was recently 
visited by Prof. W. H. Holmes, cura- 
tor of the Smithsonian Institution, 
and he wrote of it: 

“| have just paid my first visit to 
the mastodon beds of Kimmswick, 
and they are the most wonderful I 
have ever seen. Missouri may well 
hoast of it as a page out of the his- 
tory of the world that has no duplil- 
cate. It is a treasure most rare. Every 
piece of this great collection ought 
to be carefully preserved until science 
may reach the point where it can 
put this page in the right place in 
the history of the earth, and leave the 
story complete. 

“The deposit lies at the foot of a 
bluff, varying in height from a few 
feet to fifty feet. At some t'me ‘here 
has been a river or lake at the base 
of the bluff. The water has left a 
deposit common to all bodies of wa- 
ter; added to this the cliff, which is 
of friable material, has washed away 

on the ground beneath. 

“Where these two deposits meet a 
great Number of mastodons, probably 
hundreds, have found their death. 
There are evidences that there have 
been, Desides mastodons. such species 
of animals - bison, buffalo and prob- 
eke wolf, etc. 

As to the age of the deposit, there

tiary age. Following that we have the 
glacial age. The records which scien- 
tists have found of this latter age in- 
cline one to the belief that the 
Kimmswick deposits belong to that 
age. One cannot be sure, however, 
that different ages are not repre- 
sented. 

This much is sure, that as time 
passes these prehistoric relics will be- 
come of more interest to the scientific 
world. Some day we shall evolve a 
brain that can read these scattered 
f‘agments of the book and put them 
tozether in their correct order. Then 
we shall have the whole story of the 
earth complete. 

“More than a thousand prehistoric 
bones, including 30 great tusks from 
14 to 18 inches in diameter and from 
18 to 20 feet long, and 459 teeth, 60 
jaws of the mastodon with teeth in 
them, remains of the skeleton of a 
man, the mus* ox, the reindeer, three- 
toed horse and many other bones not 
identified, have been found there. 
Some of these foss'ls were found as 
much as sixteen feet under ground. 
These fossila were found in a space 
260 by 800 feet. In the same vicinity 
Indian mounds exist and parts of 
earth pots used by the Indians for 
making salt have also been brought 
to light.” 

In 1838, just 70 years ago, Dr. Albert 
Koch, a German, was 
of a small anatomical museum in St. 
Louls. A farmer named Palmer, who 
owned the land at thet time, 7 Dr.

She wrote letters to orphan asy- 
lums over the country and did every- 
thing a woman in ner condition could 
possibly have done, searching for her 
loved ones. But it was a fruitless 
search, although she never despaired, 
for she prayed and prayed and vowed 
that she felt that at least some of 
her children lived and some day 
would be restored to her. Three 
years after the cataclysm she moved 
from Galveston to North Texas and 
married a man named N. J. Blease. 

Even more remarkable, however, 
was the escape of the boy from the 
death-dealing elements on that fatal 
night when the relentless sea swept 
Galveston Island and death claimed 
its victims by the thousands. The 
boy remembers little of his experi- 
ence, except in a vague way, after 
having been hurried to the upper 
story of the Home with the other 
children, as the storm waters rose 
higher and higher on the afternoon 
of Sept. 8, 1900.

and her attendants and family of 
30 children were hurled out into the 
sea of death with its flotsam of hu- 
man dead and the debris of thousands 
of homes. When Harry Ryals re- 
covered consciousness he found him- 
self on a small floating island com- 
posed of storm debris solidly packed 
by the force of the wind-driven wa- 
ters, Many miles at sea. 

How long he had been on the 
wreckage he knew not, but it was on 
the morning of Sept. 10, two days 
after the storm, that the steamship 
Progreso, Capt. L. Gonzales, rescued 
the boy from the wreckage, whither 
he had been tossed by a storm wave. 

The vessel was bourfd for Vera 
Cruz from New Orleans and was 73 
miles off the Texas coast when it 
sighted the tiny speck on the raft, 
riding a smooth sea.

churning hurricane, the raft was 
thrown beyond the storm circle when 
the wind veered to the west on that 
night and the masterless craft drift- 
ed for more than thirty-six hours 
with the currents and tide out beyond 
the path of passing ships. 

At. Vera Cruz Capt. Gonzales de- 
livered the storm child to a local in- 
stitution, which sent the boy to San 
Francisco, where he was placed in an 
orphanage. “He told what he remem- 
bered of the terrivie experience and 
expressed the fear that his sisters 
and brothers and mother had per- 
ished in the storm. The authorities 
claim to have written to the Galves- 
ton authorities about the boy, but 
failed to get any response and were 
under the impression that the boy’s 
family had been wiped out by the 
cataclysm.

months he ran away and returned to 
the home.

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Cannibalism S$ Still Practiced by Indian Tribes in the Western World 


ANNIBALISM is still practiced 
e in the Western world, alihough 
there are few persons in the 
West who know of it or have ever 
heard of it. A representative of the 
Smithsonian Institution, which is el- 
ways sending agents into out-of-the- 
way corners of the earth to investi- 
gate things of which nobody ever 
heard or to which none ever paid at- 
tention, has recently spent some time 
_in the mountains of the Peruvian re- 
‘gion of South America, studying ‘he 
Indian tribes of that section, and his 
story of the aborigines is of thrilling 
interest. 

Polygamists and cannibals, these 
Indians have scarcely changed their 
habits and custome a single iota in a 
thousand years, certainly not since 
the landing of the first Spanish ro 

Peru under Pizarro.

They 
number about 150,000 and scour the 
woods for game, wear scarcely any

The Indians in these mountains 
represent about fifty tribes. While 
there is a general similarity of cus- 
tom and language, each tribe retains 
certain peculiar customs of its own, 
followed always with religious dili- 
gence. The Orojones, for instancr, 
from the curious habit of its mem- 
bers of enlarging. the lower part of 
the ear by a process begun in the 
days of childhood, until sometimes 
the ears hang down almost to the 
shoulders. 

“The short skirts worn by the war- 
riors of the Nahumedes, now about 
extinct, and their habit of allowing 
the hair to grow long like a woman's 
is said to have been responsible for 
the naming of the Amazon River, the 
explorers thinking the Indians who 
fought them were women. It was 
Pizarro, by the way, who discovered 
the river and gave it its nam 

The tribes who practice cannibal- 
ism roam through the Putumayo Riv- 
er district. Mr. Eberhardt says they 
not only enjoy the taste of. human 
flesh, but they believe that they par- 
take of the physical and intellectu- 
al atrength of their victims. It is 
easy to imagine that these simple 
children of the forest would be eager 
to get even a taste of a white man 
who went among them, since to do 60 
tons give them a portion of the 

nial superiort ¥ ee white 
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might think this superiority was not 
manifested when the _ frip was 
planned. 

Prisoners of war are almost alwavs 
eaten, amid great festivity, the pris- 
oner being kept penned up for davs 
and fed on the choicest food, in order 
that he may be properly fattened to 
the taste of his gourmand *captors. 
The indifference which these prison- 
ers display toward the fate which 
awaits them, even when they know 
the exact hour of their taking off, is 
remarkable. They never exhibit the 
slightest loss of appetite, and eat 
everything that is offered to them, 
unrestrained by considerations of 
health. They also perform duties as 
slaves, often going unaccompanied 
for considerable distances from the 
place of captivity and returning with- 
out attempting to escape. [t is the 
ambition of all such prisoners ‘to 
prove as savory a dish for their cap- 
tors as possible. 

It is probable that the average Pe- 
ruvian would resent the charge that 
slavery is permitted within the do- 
man of Peru, yet such is the cage with 
most of these tribes. As a rule the 
slaves are well treated, and with 
plenty to eat and drink appear to be 
happy and contented. Mr. Ehber- 
hardt says they are probably 
off as they would be if left tp roam 
the woods and hustle for thefr ;

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a rubber company and immediately 
become indebted to it for food and 
possibly for clothing, though the 
quantity of clothing worn is almost 
negligible. Under the laws of Peru 
the debtor in such a case may be heid 
and compelled to work until the det 
ig paid, and of course the employer 
sees to it that the debt is never ex- 
tinguished. By paying off this” in- 
debtedness any person may obtain a 
servant who in this way becomes che 
slave of the person who pays the 
debt. However, the scarcity of labor 
and the ease with which the Indtaus 
may escape and live on the natural 
products of the soil, compel the mas- 
ters to treat their slaves with a cer- 
tain amount of consideration. 

The Aguarunas are head hunters. 
Enemies slain in battle are beheaded 
and the heads are treated in such a 
manner that they are reduced io 
about one-fifth their natural size, yet 
they retain the same shape througnh- 
out that they possessed during life, 
and in a seemingly mummified head 
thus prepared can easily be recog- 
nized the features of the individadl 
when alive. Mr. Eberhardt says that 
specimens of these heads became so 
much in demand for museume a few 
years ago that a premium seemec t- 
be placed on the heads of persons 
—- in the vicinity of this 


sell as high as $200 in gold, but they 
have sold in Iquitos recently for as 
low as $80. In the Rio Negro and 
Orinoco regions there are said to be 
tribes who prepare entire bodies in 
this manner, and other tribes are said 
to cure through smoking the hands 
of enemies slain in battle. The Na- 
tional Museum has specimens of the 
mummified heads. 

All of the tribes practice polygamy, 
a man’s standing and wealth being 
determined by the number of wives 
he may have. There is little cere- 
mony connected with taking a wife. 
Sometimes they are captured from 
other tribes, although more often the 
female captives are roasted and eaten. 
The wives and daughters do all the 
heavy work, such as working in the 
yucca fields or around the household. 
The man does thg fighting for the 
protection of his wives and family, 
hunts game and has general direction 
of his establishment.

UR trip seemed __ill-omened 
OC from the start, for Harry 

Hewat, my companion, and 
I witnessed, a few minutes before we 
embarked, the bursting of Forbes’ 
balloon 3000 feet in the air and his 
headlong drop to earth. 

After the first exclamation of hor- 
ror, a deathly stillness fell on the 
vast assemblage. ‘ They stood as if 
paralyzed and no one could. turn 
away his eyes. 

For an hour, it seemed, the great 
bag dropped at a fearful rate. We 
could see the rent, which had begun 
at the bottom, swiftly widening across 
the bag, and then we beheld Forbes 
and his compan‘on coolly climbing 
out of the basket into the rigging. A 
moment later the basket crashed 
through the roof of a house. All were 
sure that both men had been dashed 
to pieces. 

It was with the scenes of this 
frightful accident burned into our 
brains that we ascended into the air, 
after Mr. L. D. Dozier, president of 
the St. Louis Aero Club, had hurried 
up to hearten us. 

We got away safely and after rising 
to a considerable height started 
swiftly southwards, late in the after- 
noon. At one time there were 16 fly- 
ing balloons all in sight of us, and | 
never saw a more magnilticent spec- 
tacle. 

As it grew dusk,we lost sight of 
them, but soon, out of the darkness, 
flitting across the skies, came flashes 
of an electric light, spel:ing out a sig- 
nal in the Morse code. lt was Lieut 
von Abercron, reputed the most skill- 
ful aeronaut in Germany, andthis wags 
his message: “Forbes O K.” Vor 
Abercron had started later than we 
and had heard of the American's 
astounding escape from death. 

The 30 hours we spent aloft before 
we dropped into the sea were un- 
eventful. After traveling several hours 
south we were seized by a northwest 
wind and started for the coast. We 
had no misgivings, for we were at a 
great distance from the sea, and were 
confident we should see it long be- 
fore we reached it. We descended 
close to the earth a couple of times in 
an attempt to learn where we were, 
but could make none of the natives 
understand our meager German. 

The second night came on, and we 
were still traveling northwest, and 
keeping a sharp lookout for the sea. 
We through several banks of 
mist, so that we did not take warning 
from the last one we entered. 


One minute we were sailing over 
the ‘fertile, cultivated farms of Ger- 
many, and then we rushed into th's 
cloud of mist. Ten minutes we sailed 
through it, the earth hidden and the 
onorgbenagreg aor ae in m.

seconds we were up to our waists and 
would have sunk lower had we not 
thrown overboard a bag of sand. We 
put on our life preservers, and fer- 
vently execrated the German red tape 
which prevented us from bringing the 
cork basket floats which we had ob- 
tained for such an emergency.. 

I remember that my first thought 
after the wafer immersed us was as- 
tonishment that there was no sensa- 
tion of cold as the billows surged 
above my knees. I don’t believe eith- 
er of us said anything. I was trying 
to recall all I had heard about the be- 
havior of a balloon when its basket 
is upon or ‘n the water, and watch- 
ing for the first sign of a rent in the 
cordage under the strain of dragging 
us and several sandbags weighted 
down by water. ULooking back, I 
could see that we were making a 
tremendous: wake. which showed 


hope of the anchor gone, with the wa- 
ters lapping about our hips, and 
death imminent at any moment when 
the resilience of the gas should weak- 
en too much to support the heavy 
basket, I spent several minntes ex- 
amining Hewat’s hand to be sure no 
bones were b:o*en. 

Then I saw three lights, which, to 
my desperate hopes, seemed to be a 
boat. I shouted instructions as to 
how the craft should approach so as 
to rescue us and still preserve the bag. 
When my cries for help were’ passed 
unheard, a feeling of despair swept 
over me. Then I discovered that the 
lights were those of a buoy. 

As I look back at those few mo- 
ments now, it is funny to think how 
I gave instructions to that buoy to 
come up behind us, catch our drag 
rope and thus come up with us and 
allow us to save the balloon

What was our horror, when the 
mist cleared away, to see under us, 
not the land we were crossing a few 
minutes before, but, without warn- 
ing, the tumbling, white-capped bil- 
lows of the North Sea! The open 
ocean was before us, the nearest land 
was Iceland, and we _ were being 
whirled thither at 30 miles an hour. 

For a few seconds Hewat and | 
gazed at each other speechless. Then 
it came over me with a flash of in- 
spiration that we had only one al- 
ternative. It was, to remain in the 
air and trust to our gas to carry us 
to Iceland, or to descend into the sea, 
on the chance that we might be res- 
cued. I quickly decided for the latter 
course, though it was more immedi- 
ately desperate. Hewat said: “What- 
ever you do will be all right.” 

I pulled the valve rope, and we be- 
gan settling toward the waves, which 
we could see, in the moonlight, leap- 
ing up hungrily to greet us. Soon the 
bottom of the basket was splashing 
along the surface, then the water 


white even among the white-combed 
waters. That meant that we were be- 
ing swept along at a great speed, and 
I then thought of the water anchor. 

This is a cone-shaped bag of can- 
vas, meant to drag through the water 
like a cornucopia and retard the 
speed. I dreaded the sudden pull it 
would exert on the rigging, but de- 
cided it was less dangerous to risk 
the check of the anchor than to be 
dragged through the sea beyond the 
outlying lights and all hope of rescue. 

In the dark, with the waves smash- 
ing in our faces, we cleared the 
anchor and cast it off behind us. As 
the rope tautened, there was a cry 
from Hewat: “My fingers are fouled 
in the line.” 


I seized my knife from my beit, 
slashed again and again under the 
water, and finally cut the anchor 
rope, ‘but not until my companions 
fingers had been rasped to the bone. 
Freed from the brake of the anchor,

While I struggled with the appendix 
rope to draw it taut and prevent the 
escape Of gas and the consequent flap- 
ping of the balloon along the wat-r, 
Hewat, with his torn fingers, dived 
into the basket and after an inter- 
minable time came up with the light 
and—a flask of brandy. 

When he got the salt water out of 


his eyes, ears and nose, he tried the

For a few minutes we had time to 
think. My responsibility for Hewat’s 
life assailed me more strongly than 
ever before. “Harry,” I said, “I have 
done the best I knew. I may have 
made a mista’*e in coming down.” 

“We s‘arted this trip together and 
we will finish it side by side,’ he re- 
plied, swinging the light in his 
numbed and bleeding hands. 

For nearly an-hour we continued 
rushing out to sea, the basket under 
water, the waves purling about our 
shoulders and leaping stingingly into 
our faces, while the big gas bag 
hurled us along. I could have pulled 
the valve cord and deflated it, but I 
knew the heavy sand bags would drag 
us to the bottom if I did so. 

After an eternity of despair in the 
twin oceans of darkness and water, 
Hlewat cried: 

“A boat! It is coming for us!” 

This did not stir my benumbed 
puises. The statement was too good 
to be true. I did not believe it. ‘It’s 
merely another delusion like the buoy 
back yonder,’ I said, pessimistically. 

“T tell you they showed a big light,” 
said Hewat. “I saw the boat and the 
men rowing.’ I told him I believed 
he was going crazy after I glanced 
around the horizon and saw nothing. 

Suddenly, close upon us and a little 
ahead loomed out of the darkness the 
most beautiful sight I ever hope to 
see on land or water—a big white 
rowbat with six sailors bending to as 
many oars. They cut across our 
“bow” and turned to head towards 
us. So great was our speed, though 
they were rowing with might and 
main, that we swept by them as if 
they had been hitched to a post. 

From out of the distance to the rear 
came, in excellent English, the ery:

I grasped the rip cord, intending to 
rip open the bag after I got in the 
water and save the balloon if pos- 
sible, and Hewat leaped out on the 
other side. But the rope caught in 
the rigging and I was dragged 
through the water lite a fish on the 
end of a line. I had to let go, and 
the balloon, eased of our weights, 
swiftly diminished like a wraith in 
the distance. 

When I came to the surface, the life 
preserver holding my head and shoul- 
ders above the water, i disburdened 
my lungs and stomach of an entire 
lake of salt water which I had swal- 
lowed. The fact that I was almost to. 
tally immersed rendered me warm for 
the first time in an hour. 

I could hear the shouts of command 
as I floundered about and the beating 
of oars. Then Hewat called: “Keep 
un. we're coming.” I new by ‘thr 
he had been picked up and was safe. I 
hea.d the approaching noise of oa s 
rattling in rowlocks, and floated in’ 
the sea without any anxiety. 

While I was churning the water tn 
a vain attempt to turn towards the di- 
rection of che shouts, a strong arm 
seized me by the. shoulder and a voice 
said: “Give me your hand.” Ina 
moment I was hauled into the boat, 

vhausted. 

It waga 40 minutes’ row back to the 
“Wenearoog.” I will never forget the 
name of that schooner.

Without consulting any of his rela- 
tives or. friends, Corre one day went 
to the naval recruiting station and 
expressed his desire to enlist for a 
period of three years. Lieut. Wort- 
man, who is in charge in Cincinnati, 
was dumfounded when he learned the 
identity of the would-be seaman. He 
told Corre that he would be trading 
wealth for hardships; that he would 
give up his luxuriously furnished 
bachelor apartments in the hotel for 
a hammock on a man-of-war: that 
for his hours of ease he would as- 
sume a routine life, beginning at 4:30 
o'clock in the morning, 365 days in 
the year; that he would have to get 
down on hig hands and knees to 
swab decks, polish miles of brass 
work and do drills without number: 
that he must give up his own personal 
servants and his tailored clothes to 
become some other man’s servant and 
to wear rough seaman’s clothes, 
which he must wash himself. But 
Corre was satisfied. Lieut. Wortman 
explained all to him and he enlisted. 

Wortman then sent Corre to the 
navy surgeon and, despite the fresh 
bullet wound in his breast, the young 
millionaire passed the examination 
and was accepted. 

For a few moments after he had 
been told of his acceptance, for a few 
moments only, young Corre wavered. 
But there was no backing out then. 
Relatives tried to secure his release 
when they heard of his enlistment, 
but by that time young Corre was 
again firm in his determination to 
carry out the enlistment. So he 
went, 

It was a strange spectacle of an en- 
listed sailor in the United States 
Navy, whose pay is $18 per month, 
driving up to the railroad station in 
his own automobile when Corre de- 
parted for the Norfolk Navy Yard, 
where he is receiving his training 
from the Government. 

In the same automobile, a massive 
touring car of many horsepower, he 
had, only a few weeks previously 
whisked his enamorita to and from 


‘the theater and hotel several times 


daily. In the same automobile that 
carried him on the first stage of his 
journey towards exile from his gay 
social environments for three long 
years he had whispered foolish 
nothings, born of his “puppy” love 
into the ears of Mrs. Johnson. 
Jesting remarks greeted him from 
bota sides of the street and a long 
line of automobiles followed in the 
wake of Corre’s machine in solemn 
procession, much after the fashion of 


the plan was a failure, because 
seemed light-hearted and hap- 
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tion the following day. The news of 
his coming had been heralded and ke 
was instantly recognized. 

The officers knew that he was a 
millionaire in his own right, but they 
were not permitted to show him any 
favors.

The food is good and wholesome. 
but there is not much “style” about 
the serving of it, and his share does 
not cost the Government much more 
than $9 a month. The lack of servy- 
ice jarred on the young millionaire 
for a time. 

“Horribly mixed,” is the way he de- 
scribed it in a letter to a friend. 
“Why, everything is jumbled together 
on one plate and you hardly know 
what you are eating, and there is no 
possible way of. telling whether you 
are eating the entree or dessert first, 
It’s horribly mixed. And then, there’s 
no wine on the table, and not even a 
napkin.”’ 

Corre enlisted as a common, oridl- 
nary sailor, but his influential con- 
nections interceded «without his 
knowledge and he will become a 
third-class yeoman. In the language 
of the landsman, Corre will be a 
clerk. 

This raised the millionaire’s pay 
to $30 per month, besides his board. 
He is now taking his four-months’ 
course of training in stenography, 
tvypewriting and bookkeeping, and 
when he becomes proficient he will 
be assigned to some ship. 

ENJOYS THE LIFE. 

While he enlisted as an ordinary 
seaman, he gets one of the softest 
snaps in the navy, according to an 
attache of the recruiting station. His 
principal duties will be to write the 
Captain’s letters. While the ordinary 
seamen are swabbing decks and pol- 
ishing up ship, he'll hit the typewrit- 
er. But he will have to get up with 
the rest, participate in the drills and 
be subject—to the strict discipline. 
The only thing he is exempt from is 
gun and et drill. 

Instead of quartering in barracks, 


he now lives on the schoolship Cum- 


berland, going twice a day to Bar- 
racks B, where the classroom is lo- 
cated. It will be sometime yet be- 
fore he will be allowed any liberties 


at all, and four or five months before 
he will get a suit of blue. 

Without the latter, if he strays be- 
yond the confines of the training 
station, he is liable to arrest, for the 
police in adjacent cities are paid re- 
wards for all the apprentice seamen 
who are arrested and returned to the 
station. The boys are marked by the 
uniform they are given to wear, s0 
that the police may pick them out. 

In spite of the hardships, however, 
Corre seems to like the life. Only a 
week after he had entered the train- 
ing station one of the attaches of the 
Cincinnati recruiting station received 
a letter from him, and in that letter 
Corre said: 

“The life here fs bully, and, oh, 80 
different from that in Cincinnati. It’s 
a good cure for what ailed me, and 
I’m beginning to like it. The first 
day I got here I was ducked in an 
ice-cold pool to ‘harden’ me. That 
same night, after I swung my ham- 
mock, somebody cut the ropes and I 
tumbled to the deck.” Treatment No. 
2 for “puppy” love. 

Arthur Witt, another son of 
wealthy parents, who enlisted in the 
navy despite his father’s strenuous 
protests, was recently home on a fur- 
lough, and he brought further news 
about Corre. 

“Corre became popular with the 
boys from the first day he arrived at 
the training station,” said Witt. “He 
won his spurs among his companions 
because he beat a bully to a frazzle. 
Corre had to go through the hazing 
stunts the same as the others, and he 
stood for them, but he objected when 
ice water was poured down his back 
and he was called a ‘siss,’ 

“He gave his chief tormenter &@ 
beating, and he did the job so well 
that he won the respect of ali). Corre 
was a dejected-looking piece of hu- 
manity when he first came out there. 
but he'll soon be a man again, He 
confided in several of us and told 5 
the only thing that was the matte 
with him was love sickness” 

While the first two imen 
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practically eliminated all traces of 
the “puppy” love disease in Corre, the 
magnetic and tantalizing effect of 
smiles from the girl behind the foot- 
lights had not been entirely’ eradica- 
ted from his system. At the first op- 
portunity that presented itself he 
again exposed himself to contagion. 
Slipping away from the training sta- 
tion on New Year’s day he went to 
New York and sought out Broadway. 
There he was artested and taxen back 
to the training school a prisoner. 

Naval officials are taking no 
chances, and the plain baths and 
sterilization did not suffice this time. 
Five days solitary confinement in 
the “brig” of the ship was the pre- 
scription handed him. Added to this 
was the usual 20 days in the de- 
tention barracks.

But though his interest in the Ter- 
minal company may long remain that 
of stock sympathy (as financially de- 
scribed), the sympathtic and financial 
value of St. Louis good will is still 
clear. In any case, it is easy to esti- 
mate its worth from the face of whol- 
ly official and reliable returns. 

For example, the assets of the St. 
Louis Terminal Co. are officially stat- 
ed at $41,223,067 in a year when it 
earned $2,243,306 net, with a total in- 
come of $3,132,978. ° 

With the assets of this single com- 


ll the property of all the other rail- 

ads, telegraph companies, telephone 
c nies and street car lines as vis- 
ible for taxation in the city of St. 
Louis, reached only $35,538,000 in that 
same year. 

The difference is the value of St. 
Louis good will. Although it cannot 
be taxed, it is the most valuable of all 
assets. ‘ 

Including “good will’ as an asset, 
that one company in which the Rock- 
efeller interest is increasing, was 


‘worth a round five million dollars 


more than it and all the rest were 
worth combined, with the value of 
good will deducted. Think of that! 

One use of an “affiliation’ is to in- 
crease the value of good will. Ac- 
cording to the dictionary, an affilia- 
tion is a. close relation which in- 
volves such sympathetic feelings as 
may bind father and son close to- 
gether when there is no bond of law 
to give one domination over the 
other. It was once known as “an 
understanding among gentlemen.” The 
sort of good will which belongs to 
this in the dictionary is not the kind 
whose value as an asset may reveal 
itself continuously to Mr. Rockefel- 
ler as he investigates his St. Louis 
affiliations. 

In this light, St. Louis good will 
is the difference between taxable as- 
sets and those which are represented 
either in stocks and bonds as capital 
or are returned annually for publica- 
tion to show that the stocks and 
bonds are worth more than their face. 
It is, in short, all the town can pay 
5 per cent on (or upwards), without 
“lying down in the traces.”’ 


MEANING OF GOOD WILL. 


By investigating the value of good. 
will in his Terminal company affilia- 
tions, Mr. Rockefeller can d'‘scover 
that it is worth far more in that case 
alone than the visible and taxable 
assets of all the street railway prop- 
erty in St. Louis. There is nothing 
hard about the mathematical part. All 
he has to do is to subtract the assets 
reported in the tax list from the as- 
sets reported to him on the annual 
balance sheets. Then he will see a 
gleam of the great light by which 
he will discover what he owes St. 
Louis. 

In St. Louis street railways he has 
a sympathtic interest because he has 
sat at the same table in the directory 
meetings of the American Steel Cor- 
poration with John D. Rockefeller 
Jr. and H. H. Rogers on the one 
hand and on the other with such 
gentlemen as William Nelson Crom- 
well, George Rumsey Sheldon and C. 
A. Coffin. Besides his a’ tetut er 
Steel corporation and “in twefity er 
more of the largest corporations of 
the country,” Mr. Cromwell is ‘ntey- 
ested sympathetically in the value of 
St. Louis good will because he is a 
director in the North American Co., 
which holds all the public utilities of 
the city, electric light and gas as 
well as street railroads. 

Asa director of the North American 
Co., Mr. C. A. Coffin, president of the 
General Electric Co., is affiliated with 
Mr. Rockefeller in this same sympa-

Silver foxes, the skins of which 
sell at prices ranging from $100 to 
$2000, are being bred in captivity for 
commercial purposes, and the market 
still holds firm. And, according to an 
authoritative map of life zones pub- 
lished by the biological survey, con- 
ditions are favorable all over the 
West for raising silver foxes in the 
farmyard. 

Time was when grizzled old hunt- 
ers and wise farmers alike would 
have laughed at the proposition that 
two live foxes in the pen were better 
than 10 dead ones in the bush. Now 
they both know that, conditions be- 
ing favorable, two foxes in capitivity 
will in two years produce 10 small 
foxes, each of which will probably 
have a pelt quite as valuable as that 


Fe: farming is a profitable busi- 


cured from foxes shot in their native 
wilds. Every year silver foxes are 
being bred in increasing numbers, yet 
in 1907 only 1909 fox skins could be 
presented at the London ~ auction 
sales, the world’s great fur market, 
and of these skins one brought $2140. 

Real silver fox skins are exceeding- 
ly rare.. Country people who own de- 
populated hen roosts scoff at the no- 
tion of the scarcity of foxes, but if 
they know anything of country lore, 
they know that nine times out of ten 
the robbers that give them so much 
difficulty are’ just the ordinary red 
foxes. It isa lucky day for .we hunt- 
er when he bags a real silver fox, and, 
though almost every country town 
has its legend of such an animal, very 
few are captured, dead or alive. 

Red fox skins command only a mod- 
erate price, silver foxes are several 
times higher, and pure black skins— 
an exceedingly rare type of the va- 
riety known ag “silver’-—are im- 
mensely Valuable, being higher priced 
than any other fur except sea otter. 
Fortunately, the world for the future 
need not be dependent simply on the 
wild supply of the silver fox. Left 
to iteelf it is very apt to mate with 
the ordinary red variety, both being 
exactly alike, save in color, and so the

Louis as a single one of the North 
American Co.'s St. Louis holdings, has 
a capital reported as authorized up 
to $43,000,000. Add to this only $18,- 
000,000 for Union Electric, only $20,- 
000,000 for Laclede Gas, and only $50,- 
000,000 for Terminal company values, 
including good will, and we get $131,- 
000,000 as a total in this group of 
sympathetic interest, exclusive of 
the North American Co.’s thirty mil- 
lions. 

Now, to. find more of the meaning 
of St. Louis good will, we subtract 
all the taxable values of all the rail- 
roads, telegraphs, telephone, street 
car companies and other public utii- 
ities in St. Louis, 


As $37,000,000 for these / taxable 
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nies with which he is more or

NE corporation is now spoken of as “dominated” by another or by 
a group of-inside capitalists, when it is completely controlled. 
Thus the Rockefeller group dominates the Standard Oil Co. of 

New Jersey, which dominates local companies, organized in different 

states from New Jersey to California, including the Waters-Pierce 

company and all it dominates in St. Louis and the Southwest. 

The same group of capitalists are said to be “affiliated” with other 
companies when they are interested in them without controlling them 
except by “harmonious agreement.” 
affiliated with the Gould railroad group and it is described as a Gould- 
Rockefeller “domination” “affiliated” with the St. Louis Terminal Co., 
which dominates the St. Louis Bridge Co., the Merchants’ Bridge, the 
Tunnel company, the belt roads, ferry system etc. 

In the same way the Rockefeller interests do not dominate, but - 
only affiliate with combinations which control the metal interests of 
St. Louis. The directors in the metal, the electric and other combina- 
tions associated through their “stock. company” with the Rockefeller 
affiliation are said to “dominate” the North American Co., which 
in turn dominates the St. Louis United Railways Co., the Laclede Gas 
Co. and other public utilities. For all together, “good will” in their 
business means all above actual investment that dividends can be col-

will. Without going further Mr. 
Rockefeller can see that it is worth 
to him and all with whom he is af- 
filiated in St. Louis, by sioc<* sym- 
pathy or otherwise, $3 for every dol- 
lar of the tangible and visible assets 
which can be assessed for taxation. 

If he were to go on until he finds 
cases in which good will is worth 
from $5 to $10 on the dollar of all 
other assets, he might cease to smile 
and become serious at the magnitude 
of what he and all his affilia ions 
owe St. Louis. His face might beam 
with kindness toward us for the good 
will whose value as an asset swells to 
these enormous totals, when only two 
combinations with which he is said 
to be only sympathetically affiliated 
have been investigated. 

If he is surprised at these figures, 
he must be shocked afterwards. He 
will find that the city is mating a 
hard struggle with the problem of 
charities and correction at an ex-

he owes the city, he may find the 
returns made to the city registered 
officially at the City Hall.

Something of the same 
kind might be possible in the case 
of a Morgan-Beggs-Rockefeller affil- 
jation. To avoid all such difficul- 
ties, he might bring only about a 
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ficient for the inclosure space. The 
land selected should approximate to 
the natural conditions in which the 
fox would run wild, but not too close- 
ly or the captives will become abso- 
lutely unruly and unmanageable.

Very young 
foxes can escape through a three-inch 
mesh, and nothing larger than two- 
inch should ever be used. 

The wire fence should be extended 
at least a foot into the ground to 
prevent escape by digging, and there 
should be an inward overhang of at 
least two feet at the top of the 10 
feet of straight wire, in order to 
check all attempts to get out by 
climbing and jumping.

Ever see a row in a cowboy saloon” The room 
is crowded with six-shooter experts. Somebody 
shoots and then everybody shoots. When fifty or 
sixty shots have been fired the guns are empty 
and the smoke clears away and the lamps are re- 
lighted, probably nobody has been killed. Nearly 
all the shodters could hit a dime at 25 yards. 

Yet one angry, overwrought woman, who has 
never fired a pistol in her life, brings down the 
man she wants to kill every time. 

The average American man knows something 
about a revolver: but he can rarely hit anything 
with it. Nobody ever eaw a policeman who could 
shoot straight further than at a three-foot range. 
Thugs and hold-up men know that—time and 
again they get away 'n a fusillade of bullefs 
which are just as apt to kill somebody across the 
street or in the next block as they are to bring 
down the miscreant. The Jesse James men with 
their pistols were no match for the sturdy farm- 
ers with their shotcuns. You must be an expert 
to shoot straight with a revolver. 

It takes long practice and steady nerves. You 
must know the entire theory of the gun. 

Why its it, then, that a woman, who is all 
nerves, trembling with excitement and resent- 
ment, hits her mark every time? Aone and calm, 

cing with a pistol, she would be 
to shoot herself as it the target. Yet 
shoots straight 


the empty pistol, 


to a climax at the pistol point. The scene is usu- 
ally a crowded dance hall or a dim alley and the 
men are inassed close. But when the police come 
they usually find the dead and Wounded surpris- 
ingly few, considering the short range and the 
number of shots fired from so many weapons. The 
men who engage in these rows have handled 
weapons almost from infancy. They come from 
neighborhoods where it is eustomary for all the 
males to bear arms and use them promptly when 
a personal question arises. 

Their women are unarmed and unfamiliar with 
the steel that is the badge of manhood in their 
social life. But right in St. Louis there: are fre- 
quently pending two or three cases in which a 
woman of this type has taken a pistol in her 
hand for the first time to avenge her wrongs and 
fired it straight and true. 

There is a curious psychology of pistol shoot- 
ing, into which the condition of a woman, strung 
to a high nervous tension, and her unfamiliarity 
with the weapon, fit perfectly. In an instant, and 
by instinct, she is on a par with the greatest 
marksmen of the age. Were she to try to repeat 
her performance against the biggest of targets at 
10 paces it would be safe to give any odds that 
she could not hit it at all. 

The theory of pistol shooting is a true point, 
a steady hand and the discharge of the weapon 
at the instant of point when the hand is steady. 
The p'stol expert never aims. He never runs his 
eye along the sight until the bright steel tip 
at the barrel’s end covers the mark he wishes io 
puncture. The best shots among the cowboys will 
fire f-om the hip almost as well as from the 
shoulder. When they fire from any position their 
steady eyes are on the target, not on the gun 
barrel. 

If you—a woman, for example—will select any- 
thing in the room, a door knob, the head in a 
picture, a figure in the wall paper, and sud- 
denly point your index finger at it, you will find 
by running you eye along the finger that you 
have drawn a perfect line on the mark. 
If you will take a paper cutter in your 
hand, or a pocket knife, or a stick, and try the 
same experiment, holding the object along your 
index finger, you will find your aim is almost, 
if not quite, as good. 

If you are not nervous about a revolver and will 
take an empty one in hand, to try the same trick, 
you will discover to your surprise, that you have 
the barrel end covering your target. The trick is 
to point first and sight afterward to see how ac- 
curately you have pointed. If you want to extend 
this practice to target shooting with a revolver, 
fire when you point and do your sighting after 
you have fired, if you do any sighting at all. The 
sights on a revolver are a joke, required by some 
tradition. 

When you come to try shooting on the point 
you will not be as successful as when you aimed 
because your mind is divided 
between the effort to point stra‘eht and the spec- 
ulation as to what will happen when you pull the 
trigger. You will think abort the jump of the 
weapon, its “kick,” and wondering whether flying 
powder will hit you in the eyes, or how the report 
will affect your ear drums. The nervous antici- 
pation of the report alone is apt to destroy the.

In the United States army the men are trained 
to shoot with a revolver on the point system. 
The soldier is instructed to crook his elbow and 
raise his weapon to a position beside his head 
with the muzzle straight toward the sky. This ts 
the position taken by the pistol duelist when he is 
waiting the word to fire. At that word the sol- 
dier and the duelist are both taught to thrust, or 
shove their-weapons toward the target, pulling 
the trigger ag they do so. This thrust or shove 
of the weapon forward is an effort to reach the 
ideal condition of the instinctive point, which 
means good shooting in proportion as it is ap- 
proximated. 

The cowboy who fires from the hip shoots on 
the same shove of the weapon forward. The mo- 
tion is exactly as if you were trying to poke the 
target with the revolver muzzle, and you pick out 
with your eye the point you wish to poke. This 
is the same trick, almost, as thrusting with a 
straight sword, the bullet acting as the sword tip.
